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This is a decision on the petition filed on December 15, 2009, 
which is being treated as a petition under 37 CFR 1.705(d) 
requesting that the patent term adjustment indicated on the 
above -identified patent be corrected to indicate that the term 
of the above-identified patent is extended or adjusted by one 
thousand five hundred forty-six (1546) days. 

The petition to correct the patent term adjustment indicated on 
the above -identified patent is GRANTED to the extent indicated 
herein. The term of the above- identified patent is extended or 
adjusted by one thousand five hundred ninety-two (1592) days. 

In the present petition, patentee is correct that there is 
overlap between the A delay and B delay. However, patentee has 
calculated the A delay, B delay and the overlapping period 
incorrectly. The A delay is 1295 (1220 + 75) days. The B delay 
is 969 days, beginning on March 18, 2007 and ending on November 
10, 2009. These periods overlap by 626 days (551 days running 
from March 18, 2007 to September 18, 2008, and 75 days running 
from August 28, 2009 to November 10, 2009) . Patentee 
acknowledges applicant delay is 46 days. 
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Accordingly, the patent term adjustment is 1592 days (1295 days 
of A delay + 969 days of B delay - 626 days of overlap - 46 days 
of applicant delay) . 

The Office will sua sponte issue a certificate of correction. 
Pursuant to 37 CFR 1.322, the Office will not issue a 
certificate of correction without first providing assignee or 
patentee an opportunity to be heard. Accordingly, patentee is 
given one (1) month or thirty (30) days, whichever is longer, 
from the mail date of this decision to respond. No extensions 
of time will be granted under § 1.136. 

As stated in the decision of October 7, 2009: "Any request for 
reconsideration of the patent term adjustment indicated on the 
patent must be timely filed within two months after issuance 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.705(d) and must include payment of the 
required fee under 37 CFR 1.18(e)." (Emphasis added). Thus, the 
Office will charge the Deposit Account for the required fee of 
$200.00 set forth in 37 CFR 1.18(e) for consideration of the 
present request for reconsideration of the patent term 
adjustment . 

This matter is being referred to the Certificates of Correction 
Branch for issuance of a certificate of correction. The Office 
will issue a certificate of correction indicating that the term 
of the above -identified patent is extended or adjusted by one 
thousand five hvindred ninety-two (1592) days.
